2, On 1) September 199, a military freight train, composed of 22 flat 
and eight closed cars, was observed passing through Ljubljana and 
heading towards Zidani Most. Originating in Radovijica, the flat cars 
were loaded with trucks and heavy long~-barreled artillery of Polish 
origin, ranging from 10 to 15 caliber. The contents of the closed 
cars were undetermined. 
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
